THE PRESIDENT’S CONDITION. 
The President’s condition doe3 not ap­ 
pear to be satisfactory, though the medical 
bulletins continue to be confident in tone. 
Yesterday the persistence of febrile symp­ 
toms determined the doctors to make an­ 
other incision, some fear having been 
entertained that another pus cavity had 
formed. It was subsequently given out 
that the granulation of the wound had 
partly closed the old passage, and so caused 
some of the pus to be retained in the body, 
with the alarming results above indicated. 
The new incision does not appear to have 
laid open a fresh pus cavity, but the physi­ 
cians say that the condition of the Presi­ 
dent is at least no worse than before the 
operation, for that is the strict interpre­ 
tation of their rather ambiguous phraseol- 
ology. But it is to be observed that the 
patient does not seem to gain strength ; 
for although the doctors keep on saying 
that he is stronger, the fact remains that 
he is unable to lift his head or to turn him­ 
self in bed, and therefore it is plain 
that he is really exceedingly weak. 
It is now five weeks since he was 
shot, and the progress made towards re­ 
covery appears almost im,perceptible. We 
think it extremely doubtful whether he is 
any better than he was three weeks ago. 
The hot weather of course is terribly 
against him, bat it is difficult to under­ 
stand why the doctors Bhould think it im­ 
possible to move him. If he could be got 
down to the Potomac and put on board a 
steamer it seems possible to take as much 
care of him as at the White House, and he 
would then be able to get out of the pesti­ 
lent atmosphere of Washington and obtain 
some sea-air. If he is too feeble to be re­ 
moved, then it is evident that his progress 
has been exaggerated by the doctors. In 
short, for a patient who, according to the 
bulletins, has been getting better almost 
every day steadily, it is surprising how 
very little better President Gatiield has 
got. 
____ 
THE OEOViLLE LYNCHING. 
A mob took Thomas Noakes out of jail 
at Oroville, and hanged him. Noakes had 
murdered an inofiensivo cripple by beating 
him, and it was undoubtedly a very aggra­ 
vated and brutal crime. But what reason 
liad the men who murdered Noakes to 
suppose that the law would not punish 
him ? Every man who joined in that law­ 
less deed has put himself on a par with 
Noakes. Do they realize this ? We are 
uot living here on the frontier beyond the 
reach of justice. There is no excuse for 
mob vengeance upon malefactors in Cali­ 
fornia. The brutality of a crime does not 
afford such an excuse. Those who resort 
to lynching to satisfy a sentiment of in­ 
dignation may think that they are justified, 
but they are wrong. No authority to take 
life is vested id the citizens, individually 
or collectively, save in self-defense or 
under the direct and explicit sanc­ 
tion of the law. 
In this case, as 
in all lynching*, one murder has been 
avenged by another. A lynching is not an 
•execution ; it is a murder. There is no 
sanctifying or exculpatory influence about 
it. It is a mere reckless mob proceeding, 
and it is one which reflects the deepest dis­ 
credit upon its participants. And we may 
add that next to the actual murderers in 
guilt and responsibility aro those public 
journals which excuse or approve such out­ 
rages, no matter under what flimsy pretext. 
There is but one way to punish crime in a 
civilized community, and that is through 
the constituted machinery. All evasions 
df that machinery but serve to promote 
lawlessness, whether tboy are committed 
with criminal intent, or under the mis­ 
taken idea of furthering the ends of justice. 


SIGNS OF UNEASINESS. 
There is talk here and there, and more 
and more, of an approaching financial 
crisis, and though the bulls are always 
ready to stigmatize such talk as merely 
part of a bear movement, it is an indubita­ 
ble fact that there exist solid reasons for 
serious apprehension. 
Speculation has 
been very wild for some time. 
Enormous 
sums have been invested in enterprises 
which are seen already to be of more than 
doubtful stability. There may be no dan­ 
ger of short crops, but there is great dan­ 
ger of shortages in other quarters. The 
railroad mania has been the real focus of 
mad speculation, and it is there that the 
first symptoms of weakness will appear. 
The country has been gridironed with im­ 
possible railroads, each more ambitious 
than its neighbors. 
The stock of these 
roads has been floated by the most auda­ 
cious and sometimes discreditable resorts, 
and more than the usual amount of plausible 
misrepresentations have been made concern­ 
ing them, particularly in Europe. American 
investments have been popular there of late, 
and American adventurers have not been 
slow to take advantage of the fact. The 
railroads whichhave been projected to cross 
the continent and tap the Pacific Coast 
embrace some of the most flimsy and 
shaky of all these recent speculations. In 
same cases small lengths of existing road, 
having no terminal connections at either 
end, and practically going nowhere, have 
been boldly heralded as parts of new 
transcontinental lines, and their stock has 
been suddenly watered enormously on the 
strength of these announcements. Other 
“ through” routes have been invented 
by patching together (on paper) discon­ 
nected fragments of lines which could not 
be joined. In yet other cases there has 
been no tangible foundation of any kind, 
but the whole project has been embraced 
in the glowing prospectuses. There are at 
least a dozen such sham enterprises now on 
the market, and they have undoubtedly 
gathered in a great deal of capital. They 
are all so frail that a very little pressure 
will overthrow them, and when the money 
market tightens the squeeze is sure to 
be felt by them first and most. And it 
must be remembered that though at the 
beginning of a panic it is often only the 
weak and unstable houses which go, pres­ 
ently the increasing apprehension involves 
the sounder firms, and they, too, are en- 
gulphed. It is not at present a mere bear 
influence which affects to see danger in 
the immediate future. The storm signals 
have in fact been hoisted for some time, 
and they have been duly heeded by pru­ 
dent and far-sighted men. There is no 
wisdom in pretending that everything 
looks bright when the black clouds are 
already gathering on the horizon. To-day 
all the indications justify the conclusion 
that a financial stringency, if not a panic, 
is approaching, and that it will fall most 
heavily upon wildcat railroad enterprises, 
and quite probably make a clean sweep of 
the majority of them. 


THE DEATH OF ABDUL AZI2. 
Notwithstanding the condemnation of 
Midhat I’asha and company for the mur­ 
der of Abdul Aziz, it appears to be by no 
means a demonstrated fact that he was 
murdered. An English physician residing 
at Constantinople, Dr. Dickson, has re­ 
cently written a letter to the London 
ütandcutl in which he gives • a minute ac­ 
count of the examination which he made 
of the body of the dead Sultan, at the in­ 
vitation and request of the Turkish Gov­ 
ernment. He states in the most positive 
manner that with the exception of the two 
wounds in the arms made by the scissors, 
there were no marks whatever about the 
body to indicate murder. 
He says; 
“ There was no lividity of the lips to indi- 
“ cate death from suffocation ; no signs of 
“ pressure upon the throat, arms or legs, 
“ to lead to the belief that a struggle had 
“ taken place. The features of his Majesty 
“ were placid, and resembled those of a 
“ person who had expired tranquilly.” 
This statement is in complete accordance 
with that which was officially made 
by nineteen 
physicians, 
nearly 
all 
Europeans, who examined the body 
at 
the same 
time. 
As 
to 
the 
recent charge of 
murder, 
it 
has 
had no investigation deserving the name. 
The evidence of a couple of grooms was 
all that was advanced, and they were not 
cross-examined by counsel for the defense. 
So far as trustworthy testimony goes, all 
that exists is to the effect that the death 
of Abdul Aziz was a suicide, and not a 
m urder; nor can the conviction of the 
l'ashaa at all weaken the force of this 
testimony. The presumption is that the 
Turkish Government had determined to 
disgrace Mid hat Pasha and bis followers 
and friends, and that this charge of mur­ 
der was trumped up because it seemed to 
offer the only decent pretext available for 
making a sweeping removal of the ob­ 
noxious faction. It will be interesting to 
those who live so long to see if, ten or 
twenty year3 hence, the medical or the 
Turkish theory of the death of Abdul 
Aziz has gained the upper hand and been 
adopted into history.

The preparation 
sold as camphorated chloroform often 
proves useful. A mixture of equal parts of 
chloroform and laudanum, or of chloro­ 
form and creosote, constitutes an excellent 
application.

SERICULTURE. 
Financial Aspects of Silk Culture in Cali­ 
fornia—Some Facts and Reflections. 
The IIeco rd-U n ion correspondent at 
ra3adena thus writes : 
It has been currently reported that a 
celebrated Eastern firm of eilk manufact­ 
urers have been inspecting valuable prop­ 
erties in San Bernardino couuty with a 
view of establishing a silk colony. Whether 
this rumor proves true or not, it seems 
very certain that sericulture, having gone 
through the regular course of inflation, 
collapse and subsequent neglect, like viti­ 
culture, is on its feet again, and now offers 
sure if moderate returns to those who in­ 
telligently engage in it. This is a natural 
consequence of the rapid development of 
silk manufactures in the United States. 
The Women's Silk Culture Association 
have recently published a little sheet enti­ 
tled "Silk from the Census Focus,” in 
which we find that American manufactures 
paid over §9,000,000 last year to 34,410 
persons employed by them ; that there was 
§19,000,000 of capital invested in 3S3 fact­ 
ories, running 8,40" looms; that the 
valae of 
the finished 
goods was 
§34,410,403. These statistics ought to be 
anything but dry to those who walk in 
silk attire, but whose costly gowns do not 
wear like the soft, thick fabrics of the 
colonial period ; for it is conceded that the 
finest silk goods are now manufactured in 
the United States, because the purest and 
most durable. This is especially true of 
American ribbons, which, until very re­ 
cently, came, like our watches, from our 
little sister republic, Switzerland. Before 
the year 1873 we received from the District 
of Basle alone §3 500,000 worth of these 
vanities ; in 1879 the ribbon factories were 
reduced in number from thirty-six to 
eight. We are now doing in respect to 
ribbons just what we did with watches, 
IMPROVING THE PROCESSES OF MANUFACT­ 
URING, 
So that no country can profitably compete 
with us. There is, however, one im­ 
portant particular in which the parallel 
docs not hold good—we depend wholly 
upon foreign countries for the supply of 
raw material for our silk factories, thus 
loeing over §12,000,000 annually. 
The 
ladies of the associations who are doing so 
much to foster home silk culture have an 
eye to business as well as to the human­ 
itarian side of this subject. Why not 
keep this money at home ? Skilled oper­ 
atives by the thcusafcds are coming to 
make homes in the Far West, and 
thousands more are waiting an opportunity. 
That we are a silk-consuming people 
is shown by our §70,000,000 expended last 
year in manufactured goods and raw ma­ 
terials. Our largest importations of manu­ 
factured goods are from France, of raw 
and floss silks from Japan, the principal 
producer of the world's supply. Our Con­ 
sul at Lyons estimated the total yield of 
silk fer 1880 at nineteen millions of pounds. 
In considering the outlooks of sericult­ 
ure we naturally question whether the 
chances of competition with the cheap 
labor of Japan and China are not against 
us, even with a continuance of the present 
prices of §2 per pound for cocoons; §4 to 
§8 for reeled silk; §1 50 for perforated 
cocoons, and §5 per ounce for eggs. Not if 
we employ labor not otherwise productive, 
as the Japanese mostly do. There is no 
other work so light, so agreeable, and so 
well adapted to women, children and aged 
persons as sericulture. It has also this ad­ 
vantage : if the annuals are the kind pro­ 
pagated, the work may be all disposed of 
before the hot. weather sets in, and, more­ 
over, during the first two montiiB after 
hatching, one person can gather leaves and 
take care of a very large number. The 
pressing labor comes in the last two stages, 
or weeks, of the insect’s life, and our 
children need not be kept out of school if 
thus employed. 
In Southern California the season would 
begin the last of April and extend through 
May, covering the Bummer vacation in 
many country schools. Making a careful 
estimate of the value of the labor of child­ 
ren under 12 years of age, as represented by 
the average profits of silk culture, I think 
§20 would be 
A LOW ESTIMATE 
For a child's work ; or forty dollars if two 
crops of cocoons were raised. There are 
hundreds of families in which such an ad­ 
dition to the family income would make 
the difference between going up and run­ 
ning down hill financially. In how many 
homes would a successful season’s work 
give the bias which makes of a growing 
child an industrialist or a dependent ? I 
was just old enough to catch the iuspira- 
tion of a new idea when silk culture was 
attempted in New England. I carried one 
batch of worms through their transforma­ 
tion, and raised my own eggs for the next 
year's crop—a large one, from which I se­ 
cured three premiums offered by the State 
Agricultural Society, and some §25 of 
State bounty, which the Legislature 
had authorized for cocoons and reeled silk. 
My grandmother carded and spun the floss 
silk which envelops the cocoon, and from 
it I knit a pair of stockings which gave 
me “ honorable mention.” I shall never 
forget the delight of making up little 
packages of embroidery silk of my own 
reeling and twisting as presents to friends. 
The children of this generation seem to me 
to need just such healthy excitements. I 
have a neighbor who is wise enough to have 
a little printing press in the house, where 
his boys do creditable and remunerative 
work, and somehow I fancy that they look 
brighter and better than common boys. It 
is only when we look at the varied indus­ 
tries which supply the needs of civilized 
communities that we can answer hopefully 
the question, “ W hat shall we do with our 
boys and girls.” 
A WORD TO GIRLS. 
And here, a word to growing-up girls, 
who can earn more than §20 in a season. 
Silk-reeling is work at which an adept can 
always obtain good wages. To be a good 
operator on the silk reel is as profitable 
and far les3 injurious to health than run­ 
ning a sewiDg machine. A young Amer­ 
ican is now in France experimenting with 
a new invention which claims to reel silk 
by electricity/ We may dream that skilled 
fingers will no lcDger command a price ; 
but let me tel! the girls that th6 tiuest linen 
thread for lawns and laces is hand spun by 
the women of Ireland and Russia ; and the 
cobweb cotton for Dacca muslins is to-day 
twisted on the hand spindles of India, 
where a delicate handling has become 
hereditary in families. Is it not a good 
time for our State Board of Agri­ 
culture, imitating the resent examples 
of other State Boards, to take some 
steps to encourage this industry ? The 
New Jersey Board have recommended the 
practical study of sericulture in the Nor­ 
mal School. Our University is not too 
poor to include this among specialties of 
instruction, for silk worms were shown in 
all their stages of growth to the earlier 
agricultural classes. The officers of the 
Woman’s Silk Culture Association, which 
is a national one, propose to hold a special 
exhibition of the products of sericulture at 
Philadelphia this fall, and I hope there will 
ba something to show the superior adapta­ 
tion of our own State to it, and that 
our own society is active, zealous and 
successful in promoting the good work. 
No doubt the leading manufacturers will 
do their utmost to make the exhibition a 
success. The art schools are invited to 
send contributions of designs, embroideries, 
etc., on American silk goods; dressmakers 
can advertise their specialties also. The 
making of lace is now a favorite pastime of 
our young ladies of fashion, and I would 
suggest that specimens of silk lace, fringes, 
etc., made from our California sewing silks 
would be acceptable. I am in receipt of 
many letters inquiring the prices of land 
adapted to sericulture in the southern 
country. Two ladies (teachers), are now 
prospecting here for a silk and raisin farm. 
A five-acre vineyard framed in mulberry 
trees will pay expenses after the first year, 
and two persons of ordinary ability could 
get a comfortable living on it afterwards ; 
that is, if they prefer an independent 
country life to the wearing anxieties which 
attend all salaried positions.

the case of children and persons with sensi­ 
tive skins. Soda and ammonia will answer

San F rancisco, August Sib.—Arrived, 
steamer Zealandia, from Sydney, via Auck­ 
land, etc. 
Advices from Wellington dated July 16th 
state : The Treasurer’s budget estimates the 
revenue for the ensuing year at §3,297,650; 
expenditures, §3,276,198; surplus, §21,452. 
It is proposed to amend the property tax so 
as to include foreign capital, reduce the tax 
after September to half a penny in the pound, 
abolish duties on calicoes and corduroys, col­ 
ored shirting, axes, spades, shovels and other 
articles. The net public debt on the 31at of 
March was §28,040,170. 
The Chinese immigration bill imposing a 
poll tax of £‘10 has passed both Houses. 
Advices from Auckland to July lGth say : 
A destructive flood and waterspout recently 
occurred at Thames. The damage to the 
town is estimated at §50,000. One life was 
lost. Much damage is reported from outly­ 
ing districts. 
On May 2Sth the vessel May Queen an­ 
chored at the Island of Aoba to obtain 
laborers. The natives killed two boat’s crews 
of blacks and one white man. An American 
and a Frenchman, named respectively Breet 
aud Folloit, were killed by natives at New 
Britain last February. 
MINING DIFFICULTY AMICABLY ADJUSTED. 
A special meeting of the Mount Potcsi 
Consolidated Mining Company, called by 
order of Judge Sullivan, was held at II 
o’clock this morning. About forty persons 
were present. Before the meeting was called 
to order, some time was expended in negotia­ 
tions towards effecting an amicable settle­ 
ment between the opposing factions, which 
resulted successfully. The meeting was 
called to order by Mr. Dean, and II. S. 
Mulford was elected Chairman. Messrs. E. 
A. Holmes and T. J. Fay were elected 
Secretaries. The following Directors were 
elected: Henry Lawden, M. R. Leverson, 
J. H. Fish, E. E. Dewey and Calvert Meade.

The steamship City of Tokio, which sailed 
on Saturday for Yokohama and Hongkong, 
took very few Chinese puesengers. 
J. H. Mahoney and Charles Kelly, two 
hoodlums, are locked up for beating a man 
named Murphy most unmercifully. 
The Republican Convention will meet on 
the 15th, to nominate a County Clerk for the 
unexpired term of William A. Stuart. 
George W. Noyes is under arrest at the 
instance of his stepfather for taking the let­ 
ter’s property to “ raise the wind” with. 
A tine specimen of the fur seal captured n 
the bay on Saturday by a Chinese fLherman, 
is ou exhibition at one of the fish stalls. 
The receipts for duties at the Custom-houie 
for the past week were §314,128 77. making a 
total since January 1st of §4,067,983 50. 
J. H. Quirk and Charles Kelly, two hood­ 
lums, are in the grip of the law and police 
for smashing the windows of Joseph Smith 
with stones. 
Henry George will lecture on Thursday 
evening, at the request of prominent citizens, 
in the Metropolitan Temple. Subject, “ The 
Next Great Struggle.” 
There are 167 prisoners in the Ccunty Jail 
at the present time. Of these 11 are accused 
of murder. 8 robbery, 9 grand larceny, 13 
burirlary, 10 felony, 2 asüauít with a deadly 
weapon. 
A rumor has been floating around for sev­ 
eral days in Republican centers that D. A. 
Wilder, nominee for County Clerk on the 
Republican ticket, will withdraw, and that 
John McComb will be nominated in bis stead. 
Mr. and Mrs. James Murphy went on a 
grand spree and left their two three-year old 
children, twins, uncaied for. A neighbor 
was moved to look after the babes and the 
officers captured and locked up the mother. 
The father has not yet been overhauled. 
The Bonita, tho uew steamship for the Pa­ 
cific Coast Steamship Company, recently 
launched from the Potrero, is receiving the 
finishing touches at Main-street wharf. The 
vessel cost §70,000, and is intended as a 
freight boat between this city and southern 
ports. 
The papers have long accounts of the 
career of Edward Gilfeather, the criminal 
and notorious jail-breaker, who escaped from 
the Alameda jail Sunday. The officers agree 
that there are few if any jails that hold him 
if he ie left unchained in their strongest 
1 ck ups. 
The California Wing Club hail a shoot at 
San Bruno Sunday, and made this score : C. 
Robinson 12, W. Stackpool 10. W. Traylor 
7, F. Iiocan 8, J. Jellet 10, P. Walsh 10, F. 
Russ 9, S. Knowles 10, O. Conrad 5, G.

The entire time occupied in discharging and 
loading the American ship Mariposa was 
only four days and six hours. She brought 
1,328 tons of coal, and has taken away 1,875 
t< us of wheat for Liverpool. She was only 
eight days in port altogether. It is claimed 
that this performance has never been beaten 
in this port. 
The old and new Republican County Com­ 
mittee held a joint session last Friday even­ 
ing, for the consideration of matters apper­ 
taining to the campaign. There was a full 
attendance. It waa resolved to have meet­ 
ings held in the several wards, and the Com­ 
mitteemen of the wards were instructed to 
arrange for such meetings. 
Sunday was the pleasantest day of the 
year, the temperature beiDg as nearly perfect 
as it ever gets to be, and as a consequence 
immense crowds of people left tbe city for 
suburban pleasure grounds. Every boat and 
railroad train was crowded all day, while the 
visitors to the park and ocean beach were 
numbered by teas of thousands. 
The Bull’s Head Club had its monthly re­ 
union at San Rafael to-day, where a number 
of guests gathered at the invitation of the 
club to partake of an old-fashioned Spanish 
dinner. This club was organized to perpetu­ 
ate the customs of the ante-’49ers, and has 
been a success from the start, every meeting 
being attended by the most distinguished 
people of California, as well as prominent 
visitors to the coast. 
The United States internal revenue collec­ 
tions for the fiscal year ending June 30th 
were 8425,829 68, derived from the following

The Central Gas Company has issued cir­ 
culars to the people of San Francisco, stating 
that within a few months they will have the 
first section of twenty miles of pipe com­ 
pleted, and that they will furnish gas of 18 
to 20 candle-power at $2 per LOOO feet. The 
works of the company on King street are 
completed, and the labor of tearing up the 
streets will begin soon, so that the pipes 
along Third, into and through Kearny street, 
will be finished early in October. 
The report that a mosquito yacht race 
would soon come off, heretofore announced 
in the R ecord-U nios dispatches,, was cor­ 
rect, and the event will tase place early in 
September. Already about fifty boats have 
been entered, and as entries are open to the 
entiro State, more boats frmu the interior and 
from along the coaat are expected to oompeta.

IWanticipated fight to-day in Chinatown, 
between the Ep Sing Fong, the original .high-' 
binders, and the Susy Sing Fong, the seceders 
therefrom, has not taken place, owing to the 
precautions taken by the poliee aid the 
Chinese bosses. The chiefs of the Chinese 
six companies, at a meeting to day formally 
denounced the Sing Fong aud all members 
of cither branch of that blackmailing hoard. 
The companies will aid the authorities in 
suppressing the highbinders, and should they 
start in on one of their peculiar raids they 
will be summarily sat down upon. There 
are more police in Chinatown to-day than in 
any other quarter of the city.

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


The County Beard of Equalization held 
its final session yesterday. 
A petition was 
filed by E. K. Alsip and many citizens, pray­ 
ing for a reduction of 25 per cent, of assess­ 
ment on all the real estate of Sacramento 
county, and it was ordered on file. The Board 
ordered that the Chairman of the Board, with 
the Chairman of the Judiciary Committee of 
the Board, and in conjunction with the Dis­ 
trict Attorney, hold a consultation with other 
counsel, if r ceesary, to inquire into the le­ 
gality of reducing the real estate assessment 
of the county 25 )>er C6nt. 
Ayes—Dreman, 
Wilson, Blair, 
Butler, Christy, Beckley. 
Noe3—Bailey. 
Subsequently the District 
Attorney filed with the Board his opinion in 
writing on the application of the Sacramento 
Bank for a reduction of assessment on money, 
being warrants to the amount of §200,000, 
payable out of the State treasury. The bank 
claimed the warrants to be unsecured solvent 
credits, and the Assessor held them to be the 
same as cash on hand. The District Attor­ 
ney held, in his written opinion, that the 
law assesses property as it exists on the first 
Monday in March at noon ; that State war­ 
rants are to be assessed as unsecured solvent 
credits, from which the assessed party may 
deduct his unsecured debts due from bona 
fide residents of the State. The debt repre­ 
sented by these warrants has not in contem­ 
plation of law escaped taxation, and the war­ 
rants themselves have been taxed by being 
assessed to the bank as unsecured solvent 
credits, upon which property the bank is re­ 
quired to pay a tax. 
State warrants are not 
cash on hand, but unsecured solvent credits, 
and, like other personal property, must pay 
a tax upon the full cash value, provided that, 
after b.ing deducted from unsecured solvent 
debts due bona fide residents of the State, 
the remaining credits only must be taxed. In 
this case the credits were less in amount than 
the debts owing by the bank, etc. The 
Board granted the bank’s petition. 
The Board ordered that the lands of Dexter 
& Hopper, and the lands of the Sacramento 
Bank, on Sherman Island, be raised in as­ 
sessed value from §2 to §5. 
This was done 
on petition of the parties themselves.

The Special Board of Commissioners ap­ 
pointed to investigate the mattersftonnected 
with the management of the State Prisons 
went to Folsom yesterday on the morning 
train, and spent the day making a careful 
and thorough investigation of all the affairs 
connected with the prison at that place. All 
the various departments and parts of the in­ 
stitution were visited and inspected, with a 
view to obtain accurate information of its 
success or defects. In the commissary de 
partment the quality of supplies, methods of 
purchasing, the character of contracts, the 
prices paid, the bills of purchase, and books, 
were all critically examined. The cost of 
maintenance of the prison was carefully in­ 
quired into, as also its adaptability in con­ 
struction and location for its purposes. 
The 
cells were inspected throughout the building, 
the age of the youngest convicts ascertained, 
and many of them conversed with. 
The 
various methods in which the prisoners are 
employed was considered, and the guard sys­ 
tem. 
While upon the subject some of the 
guard stations were visited, and an exhibition 
was given of the range and accuracy of a 
Lowell swivel gun, which bears upon all 
parts of the grounds, and which is similar in 
construction and effect to the Gatling gun. 


THE CONVICT LABOR CONTRACT. 
Testimony of the officers and others was 
taken with reference to supplying convict 
labor under the contrast existing between 
the Natoma Water and Mining Company 
and the State. Upon this subject Warden 
Pockman gave testimony, in answer to Chair­ 
man Mills, as follows : 
Question.—What efforts have been made 
towards employment of prison convict labor 
upon the Natoma canal works, in accordance 
with its contract with the State ? 
Answer.—None, so far as I know. 
Q.—Could they be nsed there safely ? 
A.—Yes, they could be worked without 
any difficulty, but it would require a little 
more guard force. 
Q —What class of prisoners would you re­ 
quire for the work ? 
A .—I think we could furnish 100 now from 
those we have. 
Q.—How much would you need to increase 
the guard to place the 100 men at work for 
the Natoma Company? 
A.—Not more than two or three. 
Q —Do you think that in the whole con­ 
vict list of California 350 men could be se­ 
lected that could be safely aud profitably 
used upon the canal, that would be good 
laborers and require but little guard ? 
A.—I do. I think I could safely under­ 
take to furnish that number in a short time ; 
as soon as we can get the men together. 
I 
think 350 men could be profitably worked by 
the State under the contract. 
Q.—Have you the facilities for keeping tie 
men here that should be employed ?. 
A.—Y es; we have the facilities to take care 
of the men. 
Mr. Watt—Would it be 
profitable to 
work so many men in this way ? 
A .—It would be, so far as the State is con­ 
cerned ; but I do not know what profit it 
would be to the canal company. The men 
could be properly worked. 
Q.—How many more guards than you now 
have would be required to enable you to 
work that number of men then ? 
A.—We have nineteen guards here now, 
and it would take three or four more. The 
prisoners are here now, and they are doing 
nothing. By a further expenditure of say 
$200 per month, for four more guards, the 
350 men could be worked under the contract, 
producing no income to the State. This, 
Warden Pockman further stated, would be 
developing the water power which flows past 
the prison grounds, and thereby enable its 
being profitably used in future in connection 
with other methods of employing the con­ 
victs’ labor. 
Mr. Salsbury, the foreman of the men, or 
superintendent, testified in relation to the 
labor of the prisoners, and that they were 
now, so far as employed, at work upon the 
sewer in the canyon by the prison, which is 
to carry the water of the canyon and the 
sewage from the prison. In reply to ques­ 
tions by Mr. Mills, as to whether or not the 
prisoners coaid be safely and profitably em­ 
ployed upon the canal work, under the con­ 
tract with the Natoma Water and Mining 
Company, he replied : 
I think the men can be worked there 
safely and profitably to the State, but it 
would necessitate the employment of more 
guards. 
(j.—How many more guards do you think 
would be needed to work 300 or 350 more 
there? 
A.—It would take probably four more 
than are now employed. 
Of course all 
prisoners could not be put upon this work, 
but I have no doubt that a3 many as 350 
could be selected from the two prisons, and 
they could be employed with profit to the 
State in this manner. 
He also stated that several of the prisoners, 
from employment about the prison, had be­ 
come proficient as carpenters, plasterers and 
tinners, and can take up those occupations 
and obtain a livelihood when released. 
The same subject was testified to by B. 
Chambers, Captain of the Guard, in answer 
to interrogatories similarly propounded. 
He 
stated that with a slight increase in the 
guard, 
350 
convicts 
could 
be 
applied 
upon the contract with the Natoma Com­ 
pany. It would not take, he said, more than 
six more guards, and would be desirable and 
profitable upon the part of the State. 
P. F. Dolan, Captain of the Watch, was 
also examined, and npon this subject his tes­ 
timony was to the same effect in relation to 
the employment of men upon the canal and 
under the contract, as those above given. 
He thongbt not more than fonr more gnards 
would be required for that purpose. 
It was ascertained by the testimony of the 
Warden that the prisoners were allowed to 
see the daily papers, and many of them sub­ 
s -ribed for them. 
It has been the custom to 
allow convicts this liberty, but he thought it 
would be better to have papers entirely ex­ 
cluded. 
There is no regularly employed 
moral instructor at this prison. Authority 
was given by the Board a short time ago to 
employ the services of some person in this 
direction at a coat not to exceed $30 per 


m o D t h , but no one has been employed. 
Dr. 
Cox at one time came up and remained six or 
eight days visiting the men, conversing with 
them and giving them tracts, and he thought 
the result was beneficial to the men. 


CF.NERAL PRISON MATTERS. 
Warden Pockman testified iu relation to 
the health of the prisoners, and thought it 
very good. There had been some slight dis­ 
orders, but nothing extensive. 
He stated 
that there were only two in the sick-room 
now, and the average hal not been more than 
six or seven. 
Upon being questioned as to the political 
predelictiona cf the employes at the prisoD, 
the Warden stated that he could tell as 
to only part of the men. 
He had never 
asked them, n is presumption was that they 
were mostly Republicans, but he had learned 
that three or four of them, at least, were 
Democrats. 
There had been no political assessments 
levied or paid by any of the officers or em­ 
ployes of this prison. 
It was talked of 
last fall at one time, or understood that an 
assessment was being made at the other 
prison, and the question was talked of by 
some of the employes whether the same 
ought not to be done at Folsom, but he said 
no ; there was to be no assessment levied or 
paid there, and there was none. 
A thorough investigation was made by 
examination of the officers, as to the matter 
of their appointment and the influence exer­ 
cised in relation thereto. 
# 
Dr. Grover wag examined at length in rela­ 
tion to the health of the prisoners, and his 
report made in October last, by which a very 
high per cent, of sickness was reported. Dur­ 
ing the examination upon this subject it was 
elicited that a large percentage of the cases 
referred to was diarrhea, caused by eating 
beans ; that the food was cooked by steam, 
and when it had stood a short time it would 
become Bour, or sufficiently changed to pro­ 
duce the result named, and this was the prin­ 
cipal disease or disorder among the men. 
The Doctor also explained the large nnmber 
of cases reported by stating that each time a 
prisoner with this disease came to him he set 
it down in his records, and thus the several 
visits of a prisoner for the same complaint, 
even if npon one and the same day, would be 
shown by his records and report as so many 
cases as visits were made to him. 
During the examination of Dr. Grover, as 
to the influence by which he was appointed 
and retained upon the Board, he stated that 
all of the Board, he thought, were his friends, 
bnt three of them had manifested a disposi­ 
tion to sustain him in his position. 
Question by Mr. Mills—But suppose the 
Warden should say to you that you would 
not be wanted after next Saturday? 
A .—I should apjieal to the Board, for I 
know well what they think of me, and I 
think they would sustain me against the 
Warden. 
Q.—Who are the three Directora that yon 
allude to? 
A. (after hesitation)—Dr. McNutt, Mr. 
Schell and Mr. Everson. 
The testimony of officers was taken, and 
the private testimony of a number of con­ 


victs, with reference to prison life, prison 
vices and prison discipline. 
The testimony taken at the session yester­ 
day effected developments which will require 
investigation. 
It was decided to m»ke in­ 
quiry by a committee from the Commission 
into certain matters which have come to the 
attention of the Board. Mr. Gibbs was ap­ 
pointed to make such inquiry. 
The Board 
remained in session until after the train had 
left, and therefore returned by special traiD, 
arriving at Sacramento about half past 
o’clock last evening. After arrival the Board 
held an executive session here. 
Further 
meetings of the Board to be held will be an 
nounced hereafter.

DOMESTIC. 


Condition of Ibe P re sid e n t—Y esterday's 
Snrgtrnl Operation. 
Executive M ansion, August 8.h—1 p. m.— 
The necessity for the operation performed 
upon the President this morning became ap­ 
parent to the aurgeonB yesterday, when they 
found that the drainage tube of the size hith­ 
erto used could no longer be passed aloDg the 
track of the ball between the ribs. The pro­ 
cess of granulation at that point had gone so 
far as to partially close the orifice, and the 
ribs prevented the pushing aside of the flesh, 
which was healing between them, enough so 
that the tube could not be introduced. The 
result of this state of thiogs was that the pus 
formed in the deeper parts of the wound 
rather faster thau it could escape through the 
half-obstructed opening between the ribs, and 
its gradual accumulation began to cause a 
disturbance. It was therefore decided to 
make a new opening into the track cf the ball 
beiow the last rib, so that the ribs should no 
longer prevent the opening of the wound by 
the solid backing which they afford­ 
ed to the granulating flesh between 
them. The operation was performed at the 
request of the other surgeons by Dr. Agnew. 
As soon as the patient had been put under 
the influence of ether, a long and slightly 
curved instrument was introduced into the 
wcund, pushed between the ribs and carried 
downward along the track of the bullet until 
its end could be felt below the last rib from 
the outside. Holding this instrument in the 
wound as a guide, Dr. Agnew then made a 
counter incision below the twelfth rib, cut­ 
ting directly through the integuments until 
his knife met the end of the first mentioned 
instrument at the point where he wished to 
intersect the track of the ball. The opera­ 
tion was sot a difficult or dangerous one, and 
the patient bore both it and the etherization 
extremely well. There is now an opening to 
the deeper paits of the wound, which does 
not pass between the ribs, and which can al­ 
ways be kept free and unobstructed, and no 
further trouble from accumulation of pus is 
anticipated. (SECOND DISPATCH.) 
Executive Mansion, August 8th—9 p. m — 
After the last bulletin was issued the Presi­ 
dent suffered somewhat from Dausea, due to 
the ether, but this has now subsided. He 
has had several refreshing naps, and his gen­ 
eral condition is even better than might be 
expected after tbe etherization and operation. 
At noon his pulse was 100, temperature 100.2, 
respiration 20. At present his pulse is 108, 
temperature 101.9, respiration 19. Under 
the circumstances the fever must be regarded 
as moderate. Signed by Bliss, Woodward, 
Barnes, lleyburn and Agnew. 
ITU1KD DISPATCH.) 
Washisgton, August 8th.—The following 
was sent to-night by Blaine to Lowell: “ The 
President’s condition at 11 o’clock to-night is 
considered by the physicians as encouraging. 
The increase in hie pulse aud temperature is 
regarded as a natural result of the surgical 
operation this morniug, in which a deep in­ 
cision, three inches íd length on tbe surface, 
was made. The same cause may possibly 
produce a higher pulse and temperature to­ 
morrow, after which a decided amelioration 
is confidently anticipated by the surgeons.” 
(FOURTH DISPATCH.! 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, Au­ 
gust 8th—11:30 P. M.—The President did not 
fully recover from the effects of this morn­ 
ing’s opeiation until after the evening ex­ 
amination. He suffered more or less through­ 
out the afternoon from nausea, caused by the 
ether. He was rather more susceptible to 
the weather than yesterday, and was not able 
to take his usual quantity of nourishment. 
Milk with lime-water was given him as soon 
as his stems ch would bear it after tbe direct 
effects of the ether had passed away, and 
later in the day he had meat juice, beef ex­ 
tract, but was allowed no solid food. His 
pulse, probably the result of gastric disturb­ 
ance, was rather higher during the afternoon, 
and at 4:30 went to 110, but his temperature 
did not rise correspondingly until about the 
time of the evening examination, when it 
reached 101.9. The febrile rise shown by this 
temperature was more pronounced than nat­ 
ural, but is fully accounted for, in the judg­ 
ment of the surgeons, by the operation and 
its consequent nervous excitement and nin- 
eea—the effects of the ether. It therefore 
caused no anxiety. Early in the evening it 
began to subside, and the President went to 
sleep without anodynes. His pulse and tem­ 
perature have slowly fallen, and his general 
condition Las improved. At 11:30 his pulse 
was 98, skin moist and healthy in tone, tem­ 
perature not over half a degree above nor­ 
mal, and he continues to sleep quietly. Bliss 
expresses the opinion that he will have a 
good refreshing night, and when he awakes 
will be entirely free from fever. It is pos­ 
sible that there may be a considerable febrile 
disturbance again to-morrow. 
T he I'uM Ins Off of Spelled T a ll- E x p la ­ 
n ation or His K ralli. 
C hicago, August 8th.—Major A. S. Burt, 
U. rh A., who knows Spotted Tail’s peculiar­ 
ities, give? the following possible explanation 
of his death : He was a great chief and states­ 
man am ng his people; was strikingly hand­ 
some and manly, and a great friend of peace ; 
but was given to absolute authority among 
minor chiefs. He waa never timid, but was 
politic in his course towards the whites, 
knowing that the result of a war with them 
would always bo disastrous to the In­ 
dians. Spotted Tail brooked no oppr- 
sition to his commands. 
The fight 
probably arose from “Old Spot’e” aggressive 
ness. He wanted no opposition from any of 
his people. He was always feed of slipping 
out on the streets of his village with his Win­ 
chester rifle on his shoulder. He was liable 
to command Mr. Ked Dog, Mr. Itain-in-thc- 
Sty, Mr. Crow Dog, or any other chief, to 
do so and so. If the gentle savage opposed 
the old ann’s wish. Spot would quietly cock 
his rifle, and suggest that the order was quile 
imperative, that the eyes of the Great Spirit 
was upon him, and u little more delay might 
o;ien to him a beautiful vista of the happy 
hunting grounds. 
Mr. lied Dog, or any 
other dog, would generally decline to take a 
view of the hereafter, but instead would fol­ 
low the gentle dictation of the Wiuchester 
and Spotted Tail. Crow Dog is an Indian 
unknown to me. If he was a chief, then 
“ Old Spot" had lix-ii deposed, and this proba­ 
bly prompted jealousy on his part. You 
k low Spotted Tail waa made Sergeant by 
General Crook at the famous corralling of the 
wild Indians under Crazy Hcrsg, who and 
his tribe were really the fighting element of 
Sitting Bull’s band. General Crook selected 
Spitted Tail because he thought he of all the 
Indiana waa one to be put in control of the 
police, because of the determination of his 
character and power to control the vicious 
element among hi* people. The police system 
was the creation of Crook. Dr. McGilli- 
cuddy is the present spent at Niobrara, and 
probably deposed Spotted Tail, and therein 
lies the origin of the difficulty, in my opinion. 
Beer al CatlaoMc F trnlrv—A Rpl>y C orre­ 
spondence. 
New York, August 8th. — Monsigneur 
Stetson of St. Joseph’s Church, Jersey City, 
holds a picnic on the 13th of August, and at 
it b’er will lie sold. Father Heuncssy, pastor 
of the adjoining parish, tak's exception to 
this conduct of Monsigneur, sayiug that the 
licuic “ should not be held ou the holy day 
estival of tha Assumption of the blessed 
Virgin Mary, and the priest will be responsi­ 
ble for the sale of beer.” The Monsigneur

This cannot be 
done in America, acd I say emphatically 
it shall not be dons here in the Catholic 
Church so far as aav cf my influence can go. 

I have tra­ 
veled in Europe and have lived there, snd 
nowhere have I seen the right hand of go< d 
fellowship extended go freely as I have in 
America. I have been insulted oven in Italy 
acd Spain, but never in America.

They appeal to tbe reason of man, and so I 
gay that in this country these ideas must be 
applied to the government of the Catholic 
Church.

Omaha Water Works. 
O m aha, August 8th.—The Omaha water 
works, costing $350,000, built by the Omaha 
Water Works Company, a private organiza­ 
tion, are nearly ready for operation. The 
pumps were Btarted to-day to fill the settling 
reservoir, and worked beautifully. There 
are two pumps, of a united capacity of 
6.000.000 gallons per day. There are three 
settling basins—one clear underwater basin 
and one storage reservoir, the latter being 
located on a high bill, with a capacity of 
9.000.000 gallons. The total capacity of 
storage of the settling basins, clear water 
basin, pipes and big reservoir is 18,000,000 
gallons. Water can be supplied to the city 
either by gravitation from the reservoir or 
by direct pressure from the pumps, it being 
the double system. The pumps were started 
by Mayor Boyd, in the presence of members 
of the water company aud a large number of 
citizens. Water will be pnmped into the 
distributing mains in a few days. There are 
31 miles of pipe and ’250 hydrants. 
Scarcity of Laborers In New York. 
N ew Y obk, Angust 8th.—The Commercial 
Bulletin says: There has been a great 
scarcity of laborers in the dry docks and ship 
yards ever since May, occasioned by the 
great commercial activity and increased 
building operations. The numerous build­ 
ings in course of construction have called cff 
vast numbers of carpenters and builders, and 
the calkers, instead of finding their work 
along tbe East river as formerly, are now 
being employed extensively in Jersey City, 
at the Erie Basin, Red Hook and up the 
river, and even in roofing work. Once 
there was as many as 2,500 calkers. 
Now there are only about 550, and 
these, as has been said, are widely scattered. 
The building of yachts, which has grown 
into immense proportions, has taken away 
men from work on merchant vessels. The 
scarcity of laborers has caused much delay 
and hindrance at all the dry docks, and ina­ 
bility to restrain them has driven away ves­ 
sels to other cities, where repairs could be 
more speedily performed. One vessel on the 
East-river dry dock recently advertised for 
108 skilled laborers at the regular market rates 
of $3 25 a day. Ou the first day only seven­ 
teen men responded, the next day forty, and 
on no day could more than sixty be obtained. 
Work is becoming more Black at the dry 
docks, consequently the scarcity of laborers 
is not so much felt; but it is still great. 
Securities Stolen. 
N ew Y obk, August 8th.—A robbery of 
about $40,000 worth of securities from the 
office of J. C. Walcott & Co., No. 40 Bond 
street, was reported on Wail street this 
morning. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.! 
N ew Y o rk , August 8th.—This morning 
the firm of J. C. Walcott & Co., brokers, of 
42 Broad street, informed the police that one 
of their clerks, who had been left to close up 
the business of the day previous, had ab­ 
sconded with $40.000 worth of stocks and se­ 
curities, and $15,000 in checks. The abscond­ 
ing clerk is A. D. Wheelock, aged 25, 
unmarried, and lived at Forty-third street 
and Madison avenue. He was left alone in 
the office in charge of the books and safe. 
He filled out three checks ou the Continental 
Bank for $5.000 each, and got one cashed at 
the bank. One of the others he exchanged 
for a letter of credit on the banking house of 
Brown Brothers, London, and the other on 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. The letters are nego­ 
tiable in any part of the world where first- 
class banking-houses exist. The firm had 
been in the habit of leaving three or four 
signed checks in the safe. Tbe stubs were 
filled out by the persons authorized to sign 
the checks, but the rest of the check was left 
blank, to be filled by the clerk in charge. 
Wheelock filled out these checks to suit his 
pleasure, and after taking $40,000 in securi­ 
ties left for parts unknown. It is supposed 
that he sailed on the outgoing steamer which 
left Saturday. 
The New Tlchborue Claimant. 
N ew Y okk, August 8th.—The Tribune 
says : The American Roger Tichborne, it ap­ 
pears, is actually going to assert his claim to 
that much-litigated estate. He has employed 
counsel, suhpenaed wituesses, and makes a 
dreadful noise of preparation. Nobody is 
scared, or even interested. The little heir. 
Sir Henry Alfred Joseph Douty Tichborne, 
has really little to lose, the estate having 
been riddled by the lawyers in the former 
trial, until it Í3 pretty much in the condition 
of an old scow after the barnacles have had 
their fill of it. The lawyers can hope to 
make nothing of it, for the case can never 
reach a trial again, should the simon pure 
Roger appear with the ghosts of his mother 
and all of his female relatives to back him, 
as the identity and title of the present occu­ 
pant are established by a special Act of Par­ 
liament. The only pcreon likely to be dam­ 
aged by the American candidate is Arthur 
Orten, in his j ill at Portland, who will lose 
his right even to the title cf “ the claimant.” 
The San Franei?co Roger must be a cheap 
sort of adventurer, or he would invent some 
claim of his own, and not take one so ter­ 
ribly second hand. 
"A nti-M onopoly" in New York. 
P hiladelphia, August 8th.—The Ledger's 
New York special says: The so-called anti­ 
monopolists are determined to make an im­ 
pression cn the fall elections, and to that end 
are about to call a State Convention at Utica 
on or abont the 20ch of this month. The call 
is not officially published as yet, but it will 
be this week. At present it takes the shape 
of a “ private and confidential” printed circu­ 
lar, to which the names of not a few mem­ 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce and Board 
of Trade and Transportation are attached. 
The idea of tbe promoters of the movement 
would seem to be that they can muster 
strength enough to occupy the position of a 
balance-of-power party íd the State, and de­ 
cide which of the candidates of the two great 
parties shall or shall not be elected. 
The Minos or the United Hairs. 
New Yop.k, August 8th.—The Evening 
Post says : The mining dividends paid by the 
gold, silver and copper mines of the United 
States during the last six months amounted 
to $6,24 1 450, which is $40 950 leas than was 
paid the year previous. Since January 1st 
only forty mines have paid dividends. It is 
probably safe to Bay that over 40,000 mines 
are now being worked in this country, and 
that therefore one iu a thousand pays. The 
States containing the mines contributing 
there dividends are as follows: Californa, 
$998,0CO; Nevada, $191,250; Utah. $375,­ 
000; Ariz in a, $900,000 ; Dakota, $560,000; 
Colorado, $902,000; Montana, $240.000; 
Michigan, SI,410,000 ; Georgia, $8,000. 
Michigan takes the lead with the Calumet 
ami Hecla copper mines. California follows 
with the Standard gold mine, and in Nevada 
the principal mines are the Eureka and Rich­ 
mond. Iq Arizona the Contention and Sil­ 
ver King are the chief producers. It is re­ 
ported that the litigation over the ltobineon 
Consolidated mine of Colorado has been set­ 
tled. 
Tl:e Infernal Machine Maker and Ihe 
Irt>h Convention. 
Chicago, Angust 8th.—Patrick Crowe ar­ 
rived in Chicago to day, and talked quite 
freely about his (dans. He claims to be here 
on private business in connection with his 
contract for lighting the atreets of Peoria, 
and disclaims any connection with the Palmer 
House meeting, lie alleges that the skirmish­ 
ing fund, of which he claims to have been the 
originator some years ago, has been squan­ 
dered, $70,000 of it being lent by one of the 
managers to himself, $20,000 used in building 
a torpedo boat which never worked, but was 
profitable to the ring, $2,000 going to start an 
Irish paper in the Highlands of Scotland, and 
the disposition of the rest being known only 
to heaven and the insiders. Suspecting this 
state of things, Crowe and some fellow 
patriots lately demanded a reckoning by the 
managers of the fund, and failing to get it, 
organized a separate body of United Irish­ 
men, and started a new fund, which has 
amounted to about $9,000 or $10,000, and has 
been religiously devoted to harrassing Eng­ 
land, and preparing for the total extinction 
of her greatness. Crowe intimates that the 
Palmer House crowd are more interested in 
keeping up the contributions to the skirmish­ 
ing fund than in any other object. 
Orville Grsst'a Funeral. 
N ew Y o rk , August 8th.—The funeral 
services of Orville S. Grant were held yester­ 
day at Elizabeth, N. J. The discourse was 
brief, and the only reference to the deceased 
was when the speaker referred to the sub­ 
limity of the human mind and the incalcula­ 
ble loss incurred by one who was deprived of 
the full coDtrol of his mental powers. Among 
the relatives present were General Grant, his 
mother, Mrs. Hannah Grant, Colonel Grant 
and Mrs. Abet 11. Corbin. 
Twins Born on a Train. 
O m aha, August 8th.—Mrs. Profit, while 
on her way East from Oakland, Caí., gave 
birth to twins on the Union Pacific train yes­ 
terday, between North Platte and Grand 
Island, in this State. Dr. N. Sposati, of 
Stockton, C«1, who happened to be on the 
train, attended to the lady. One of the 
twins diet! soon after its birth. Mrs. Profit, 
who was accompanied by her brother-in-law, 
was taken from the train at Grand Island and 
provided with quarters at a hotel. 
Marriage Under Difficulties. 
N ew Y o rk , Angust 8th.—There was filed 
to day with the Register of Vital Statistics 
at Brooklyn the record of marriage of Ellen 
C, Elkiogton with Charles C. Wells, which 


was perfórete! by assistant pastor Holliday, 
of Plymouth Church, at the Mansion House. 
The bride is a neice of Tennie C. Claflin, and 
was formerly the wife of Captain Frank E!k- 
ington. She obtained a divorce from Elking- 
ington and married Wells, but the Captain 
had the judgment set aside. She then caused 
the marriage of herself and Wells to be an­ 
nulled, and when the decision was rendered 
in her favor she remarried Wells. 
YYonderfnl Pede strlan Ism. 
New Y ork, August 8th.—At 6:40 to-night 
William Gale, the English pedestrian, fin­ 
ished his great feat of covering 6,000 quarter 
miles in 6,060 consecutive ten minutes, and 
continued ou the track until be had added 
fourteen additional quarters. His has been a 
wonderful record all through. From the be­ 
ginning his condition has been normal, ex­ 
cept once, when he took cramps. His fast­ 
est quarter was made in two minutes and 
seven seconds. Tfie slowest, in eight minutes 
and twelve seconds. At the finish Gale 
wanted to bet $500 to SI,000 that he could 
begin right off aud cover 500 miles within 
seven days. Crops In Kunsns. 
Chicago, August 8th.—The Secretary of 
the Kansas State Board of Agriculture re­ 
ports the acreage of winter wheat at 1,874,­ 
693, and the product at 23,154,399 bushels. 
The acreage of spring wheat is 208,179—a 
decrease of 20,318 acres compared with last 
year. The acreage of corn is 4,171,554, 
against 3,554,396 last year. The quantity of 
old corn on hand is estimated at 108,539,000 
bushels, againBt 19,111,000 bushels at this 
time last year. The acreage of oats and bar­ 
ley is smaller than last year. 
Attempted fialelde of a Woman. 
Omaha, August 8th.—Last night Mrs. 
Dearing was discovered by her son hanging 
ia an outhouse. He cut her down and sum­ 
moned a physician, who managed to briDg 
her back to consciousness. When able to 
speak, she declared that she wanted to die, 
and refused to take any medicine. To-day, 
however, having changed her mind, she is 
much better. She was laboring under a tem­ 
porary attack of insanity, and believed that 
her husband had been drowned, as he had not 
returned from fishing in the lake. 
Exodus of Chinese Students. 
H artfo rd , August 8th.—The first party 
of Chinese students connected with the Edu­ 
cation Commission in this country left for 
home to-day, going by way of Ban Francisco. 
The party numbered about twenty. 
Homicide at New York. 
New Y ork, August 8th.—Edward North- 
rup, a prominent attorney, shot and killed 
Joseph O’Donnel, a clerk for a lumber firm, 
in the Crawford House, to-day. Northrup 
had been administrator for the estate of 
O’Donnel’s father. O’Donnel claimed that 
he was defrauded, and a fight ensued. North­ 
rup surrendered. 
Supposed Suicide. 
C incinnati, August 8th.—The dead body 
of Charles C. Kitchen, a signal service em­ 
ploye, was found in Eden Park this morning, 
with signs of suicide. 
The Death Bale at Chicago. 
Chicago, August 8th.—Last week’s deaths 
in the city outnumbered those of any pre­ 
vious week. The number was 527. The 
highest numbar ever reported before was 452. 
The preceding week the D u m b e r was 334, and 
the same week last year 221. The intense 
heat was the chief cause of the increased 
mortality. 
An I x-Governor's Funeral.

FOREIGN. 
An Areliblshop’s W arning. 
D ublin, August 8th.—A pastoral issued 
by Archbishop McCabe was read in all the 
chapels of the arch-ducsse of Dublin on 
Sunday. The Archbishop says : “ We must 
raise our vcice. even at the risk of being 
misunderstood by friends and misrepresented 
by enemies, and must warn the people against 
the alarming and impending danger. Some 
months ago, when an alliance between Ire­ 
land and the worst infidels of Paris was 
courted by unauthorized agents, our Cath­ 
olic instincts recoiled from the dishonoring 
union. 
Similar attempts are now being 
made.” The pastoral added, “ Secret socie­ 
ties are deadly enemies of domestic peace and 
of national prosperity.” 
Dillon Set Free. 
D ublin, August 8th —John Dillon was re­ 
leased Sunday from Kilmainham Jail. He 
drove from jail unobserved. Dillon’s release 
was quite unexpected. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
D ublin, August 8ib.—John Dillon ap­ 
pears to be in his usual health. The Gov­ 
ernment has not intimated any reason for 
his release, which was a surprise both to 
Dillon and the Land League. It is expected 
that he will make his appearance at the 
meeting of the League to-morrow, and then 
proceed to London and resume his seat in 
Parliament to participate in the final discus­ 
sion of the land bill. 
More Plslurbanres Predicted In Ireland. 
London, August 8th.—A Dublin corre­ 
spondent says that the time of the manufact­ 
urers and industrial classes is coming, and 
when the land question is settled, other ques­ 
tions which are already beginning to loom be­ 
fore the eyes of political observers will begin 
to agitate tbe country as much as ever. The 
sgitators will do their utmost to keep the 
people in a state of ferment. 
Davllt and Bradlangb. 
London, August 8th.—Davitt writes that 
his confinement is good, that the climate 
agrees with his health and that he only de­ 
sires newspapers and some ODe to talk to. 
Bradlaugh is reported worse to-day, from 
the effects of his scrimmage. His arm and 
head are said to be much inflamed. 
Bradlaugh Again. 
London, August 8th. —The Court of Com­ 
mon Pleas has granted Bradlaugh’s applica­ 
tion for a new trial in the case of Clark 
against Bradlaugh. The action was to re­ 
cover from defendant a penalty of £500 for 
having sat and voted in the House of Com­ 
mons without takiDg the oath. Bradlaugh is 
confined to his room on account of the ¡Djury 
to his arm received at the time of his recent 
expulsion from tbe House. 
Bradlnngh's Injuries. 
London, August 8th.—Bulletins are out 
announcing that the condition of Bradlaugh 
from erysipelas, resulting from tbe wounds 
caused by the officers in recently arresting 
him while attempting to enter the House of 
Commons, is becoming very serious. His 
arm is now greatly inflamed, and the swelling 
has extended to his head, and has become 
dangerous. 
Later accounts strengthen 
the fear that the injury he received Wednes- 
ilay may prove fatal. 
Pedestrian Ism. 
Birmingham (Eng.), August 8th.—W. E. 
George, the pedestrian, won the 1,000 yards 
handicap from the scratch in 2 minutes and 
18 seconds. This beats the best amateur 
record in the world, Myers having done the 
same distance in 2 minutes and 18 4 5 sec­ 
onds. George is going to the United States 
to compete with Myers. 
A Nihilist of Noble Birth. 
V ienna, August 8th.—A Nihilist named 
Grunburg, of noble birth, has been arrested 
at Belgrade. It is stated that the police 
found document* upon him proving that the 
Nihilists and Socialists have designs respect­ 
ively on the lives of the Czsr and Emperor 
William. Seven more Socialists have been 
expelled. 
Afghanistan Affairs. 
London, Angust 8th.—A dispatch from 
Chaman Couki says: Tbe Ameer’s Deputy 
Governor of Candahar was preparing to de­ 
fend that city when the Governor fled to 
Cabul on the 27th of July. The soldiers then 
mutinied and prevented the Deputy Gov­ 
ernor from leaving. On the arrival of Ayoob 
Khan’s Lieutenant the Deputy Governor 
took refuge in the sacred shrine. Three days 


la'er, when Ayoob Khan reached Candahar, 
the Deputy Governor was induced to leave 
the sanctuary, but on being taken before 
Ayoob Khan was severely beaten and thrown 
from Durbar Hall to the pavement below, 
having his arms and legs broken. This was 
done on account of tke indignity he had of­ 
fered to the corpas cf the Khan. The 
Durains are flocking into Candahar in crowds, 
to salute Ayoob Khan, after whose arrival a 
salute of ICO guns wa3 fired, and the city il­ 
luminated. Tbe Pope's Health. 
Rcme, August 8th.—La Libei-ta announces 
that the Pope continues indisposed, but not 
seriously so, although his physicians are re­ 
quested not to leave his room at present. 
Disastrous Explosion. 
P aris, August 8th.—Eleven artillerymen 
were injured, four severely, by an explosion 
in the Government cartridge factory at Per- 
pegnan to-day. 
Fears of Failures In Crops. 
C alcutta, August 8th.—The latest reports 
from Mysore are unfavorable. Rain is much 
wanted ; the crops are withering and prices 
are rising. Pastures are failing, and pros­ 
pects are decidedly gloomy. Unless rain 
falls within a week a large portion of the 
crops will be lost. Severe scarcity is inevit­ 
able. Reporta from Province Coarge are also 
bad, but accounts from other parts of India 
are fairly good. 
Steamer Wrecked. 
H alifax, Auguat8th.—ThesteamerCortez, 
valued at $60,000, partially insured, was 
wrecked totally yesterday by striking a rock 
in going out of the harbor. She was bound 
for St. Johns, N. F., with a cargo of flour 
and beef, consigned for Newfoundland from 
New York, valued at $75,000 to $100,000. 
The cargo was saved in a damaged condition. 
Change In the Weather Promised. 
M ontreal, August 8th.—Venner says we 
may expect a great change in the weather 
about the time the new comet is in perihelion 
on the 20th of the present month. During 
tbe week from the 15th to the 20th, ir.stead 
of being burnt up, many expect that we 
shall be nearly frozen by frosts and strong 
cold northerly winds. 
Severe W eather on Children. 
O ttaw a, August 8th.—The weather the 
past few weeks has been very severe on 
children. ' 
ALL ABOUND THE COAST. 
Fall River valley, Lassen county, pro­ 
duces this year 100,000 bushels of barley. 
At Willows last week W. H. Davis in a 
match walked in 23 hours 100 miles and 9 
laps (34 laps to the mile). 
A continuous string of ranch teams have 
been passing through Oroville during the 
E 
ast week, loaded with new wheat and 
arley, mostly destined for flour mill work. 
A Mr. Butler, from St. Helena, visited 
Batavia last week with a view to establish­ 
ing a wine cellar there if the.vineyard 
prospects of the region were sufficiently 
favorable. 
A wrestling match has been made in 
Grass Valley between James llodda and 
Ezekiel Polkinhorn for $100 a side. The 
match will come off on Saturday, August 
13th, at Ismerth’s Grove. 
Parties in San Francisco have lately 
been examining the hot-water grounds of 
the Calistoga Hot Springs, with a view of 
utilizing the heat thereof for the purpose 
of propelling machinery to generate elec­ 
tricity. 
The bar at the entrance of Bodega Bay, 
Cal., has shoaled, since the discovery of 
the bay, from a depth that admitted the 
largest ships of the time to about four feet 
at dead low water. The tide rises five feet 
and affords passage for small coasting ves­ 
sels, which often run in for shelter from 
southeasters. 
E. T. Plank, a Gold Hill News compos­ 
itor, is on his way back from the Wood 
River conntry disgusted. He is coming 
overland horseback. Judging from the 
accounts published in the various State 
papers it would Beem that he is not the 
only 8agebrusher returning from that sec­ 
tion richer in experience hut a great deal 
poorer in pocket than when he left Nevada. 
Mr. Ball, of Dayton township, who has 
been carrying on the blacksmithing busi­ 
ness at Indiaua ranch, Yuba county, was 
killed in his shop on Saturday week by a 
kick on the head from a horse he was shoe­ 
ing. Mr. Ball was an industrious and 
highly respected citizen of Indiana ranch. 
The funeral took place Monday at Browns­ 
ville, Yuba county, under the auspices of 
the Masonic fraternity. 
Thus writes the jab jab man of the 
Plumas National: The Chico Enterprise 
says: “ A Plumas girl got her feet wet, 
and on going home put her shoes outside 
the window to dry. When the National 
man passed he made the remark that the 
Plumas House had got a new style of 
blinds.”

T. B. White, a merchant of this place. 
He returned Sunday, and reports favora­ 
bly, not only of the prospecta of the pro­ 
posed railroad from that section of the 
country to our water front, which he feels 
confident will be accomplished, bat of the 
marvelous productiveness and fertility of 
the Mussel Slough farms. He was espe­ 
cially pleased with the system of irriga­ 
tion in vogue there, all being accomplished 
by seepage. He saya 160 acres is thoroughly 
moistened without cross ditches or flooding 
the soil. The country abounds in fruit of 
finest quality. Alfalfa is growing on most 
of the farms, but the wheat crop is im­ 
mense.—[Antioch Ledger, August 6 th. 
The following from the Willows Journal 
is true of much of the wheat that finds 
its way to market in this State, and the 
farmers should strive to remedy the defect: 
“ The foul and dirty condition in which 
most of the wheat brought to this place ia 
put in market operates with fearful effect 
against every interest of the agricultural 
circle around Willows. When a wheat 
buyer thrusts his trier into a sack of grain, 
he notes all against his customer; the 
farmer bets on his plump 
grain, 
the buyer 
cuts 
down 
his 
offer 
with terrific ratio, by reason of snch 
evidence of imperfect cleaning. W e can 
and do raise a grade of wheat, bnt we per­ 
mit the haste of the thrashermen and a 
mistaken idea of economy to put it into 
the market in a state verging on the un­ 
merchantable.” 
A number of small fish fell from the 
clouds during a shower of rain at Astoria 
Monday week.
